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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Newbiggin-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  vital  statistics  are  less  satisfactory  than  in  the  previous 
year,  owing  to  a  decrease  of  28  in  the  total  number  of  births  and  an 
increase  of  16  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  as  compared  with  1964. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  due  mainly  to  a  rise  of  10  in 
deaths  from  heart  disease  and  a  rise  of  5  in  deaths  from  malignant 
neoplasms,  although  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  were  3  fewer  than 
in  1964* 

The  standard  birth  rate  fell  from  17.17  in  1964  to  14.38  per  1,000 
of  the  population  in  1965  and  the  standard  death  rate  rose  from  11.53 
in  1964  to  13.62  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1965  compared  with 
national  average  rates  of  18,1  end  11. 5  respectively,  in  1965. 

There  was,  however,  a  marked  improvement  in  the  still-birth  rate 
and  the  infant  mortality  rate.  The  former  fell  from  23.12  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births  in  1964  to  7.O4  in  1965  and  the  latter  from  17.12 
per  1,000  live  births  to  14.18  in  1965.  The  respective  rates  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  were  15.7  and  19.O. 

For  the  first  time  since  1954  a  death  occurred  attributable  to 
puerperal  causes  and  for  the  first  time  since  1959  one  death  resulted 
from  tuberculosis.  This  patient  was  a  man  of  52  years  and  the  case  was 
not  notified  prior  to  death. 

The  main  events  of  1965  were  the  completion  of  the  main  drainage 
scheme  and  the  erection  of  108  Council  houses  which  should  materially 
alleviate  the  housing  problem. 

It  was  with  regret  that  I  said  goodbye  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to 
Mr.  Colin  Mullarkey,  who  had  done  much  good  work  as  Public  Health 
Inspector  during  the  short  time  that  he  had  been  in  Newbiggin. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  Councillors  for  the  consideration 
they  have  shorn  me  and  other  departments  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation.

Albulance  Facilities .  .....  . 

The  ambulance  service  in  Newbiggin  is  provided  by  the  Northumberland 
County  Council  ambulances  stationed  at  Ashington,  where  there  are  17 
drivers,  A  24-hour  service  is  maintained  and  all  vehicles  are  radio- 
controlled. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Northumberland  County  Council  and  clinics' 
are  held  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  at  Jubilee  Terrace,  Newbiggin  and 
at  18,  High  Rouble  Row,  North  Seaton  Colliery. 

Home  Help.  Service . 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  widely  used 
and  much  appreciated.  Approximately  90/^  of  those  receiving  help  are 
old,  infirm  people  and  the  service  enables  many  of  them  to  remain  in 
their  own  houses  for  much  longer  than  would  otherwise,  in  many  cases,  be 
possible.  Most  old  folks  want  to  stay  in  their  own  homes,  and,  to  them, 
the  service  is  a  boon. 

Chiropody  Service  for  Old  People. 

Regular  treatment  sessions  are  held  at  the  County  Council’s  Clinic 
at  Newbiggin  but  the  service  is  organised  by  the  Old  People’s  Voluntary 
Welfare  Committee  which  is,  in  the  first  instance,  responsible  for

p’ayment  of  the  difference  "between  the  fee  paid  by  the  patient  and  the 
amount  paid  to  the  chiropodist.  Re- inburs enent  of  this  expenditure  is, 
subsequently,  received  from  the  County  Council.  This  service  is  much 
appreciated  and  plays  an  important  part  in  enabling  old  people  to 
continue  to  be  mobile. 

Reals  on  Wheels.  This  service  began  in  March  1965  with  the  distribution 
of  12  meals  once  weekly  to  old,  house-bound  people.  Meals  are  transported 
by  volunteers  using  their  own  cars  and  from  the  beginning  the  service 
has  run  very  smoothly.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  soon  be  possible  to 
extend  the  service.  There  are  plans  also  for  establishing  a  Luncheon 
Club  for  old  people  under  the  auspices  of  the  W.V.S  .• 

This  club  will  meet  in  premises  near  the  east  end  of  the  town  as 
th,e  west  end  is  already  well  catered  for  by  the  Senior  CitizeAs  Club  on 
the  Spital  estate. 


SECT  1017  C. 

Water  Supply. 

Tynemouth  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  and  the  supply 
during  the  year  was  adequate  in  quantity  and  samples  taken  proved  it  to 
be  of  excellent  quality.  The  average  consumption  was  28  gallons  per- 
head  per  day.  All  houses  are  supplied  by  public  mains  and  approximately 
99  oQfi  have  the  water  piped  directly  into  the  house. 

Sewerage  Disposal . 

Work  on  the  new  main  drainage  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 
Except  for  two  or  three  wooden  dwellings  on  the  Woodhorn  allotments, 
all  houses  are  served  by  the  water  carriage  system. 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Council  and  there  are  collections 
twice  weekly.  The  caravan  sites  place  a  heavy  burden  on  the  service  ; 
and  additional  help  by  a  dual  purpose  vehicle  has  to  be  given  during 
the  holiday  season. 

Public  Conveniences.  ■ • 

Vandalism  was  again  a  serious  problem  during  the  year  and  upkeep 
of  the  conveniences  to  a  good  standard  was  made  very  difficult.

2.  A  meat  pasty  containing  a  portion  of  a  mole  cricket  waq  sold  hy  a 
local  "baker.  No  prosecution  was  taken,  but  a  warning  letter  was  sent. 

Corned  Beef. 


The  inadvertent  release  from  a  Newcastle  warehouse  of  stocks  of 
corned  beef  withdrawn  from  sale  during  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak 
once  again  necessitated  visits  to  all  food  handling  establishments. 
None  of  the  beef  in  question  was  found  in  the  area.

Measles 


This  disease  continued  to  shew  an  unusual  pattern  of  incidence  in 
1965  which,  according  to  previous  reckoning,  should  have  been  an 
epidenic  year  but  produced  in  fact  only  56  cases. 

Dysentery 

Of  the  four  cases  of  dysentery,  three  occurred  in  members  of  one 
family  in  which  a  pre-school  child  died  after  a  very  brief  illness  and 
the  mother  was ,  for  a  tine,  dangerously  ill. 

Rood  Poisoning 

The  single  case  of  food  poisoning  was  due'  to  corned  beef  contaminated 
with  co agulas e-positive  staphylococci. 

The  tin  had  been  opened  just  before  the  contents  were  eaten  and 
-staphylococci  were  isolated  both  from  the  beef  and  from  the  patient  and 
proved  to  be  of  the  sane  type  in  both  cases. 

Information  about  this  occurrence  and  details  of  the  country  of 
origin  and  batch  number  of  the  tin  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  subsequently  passed"  on  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries , and  Food  for  any  action  that. was  necessary  and  possible'. 

The  company  concerned  in  the  importation  and  distribution  of  the 
corned  beef  also  undertook  to  carry  out  a  thorough  investigation. 

Diphtheria. 

This  disease  has  not  occurred  in  Newtiggin  since  1950  and  has 
caused  no.  death  during  the  past  18  years. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  diphtheria  fron  the  conn-unity,  parents 
continue  to  accept  inuuni sation  for  their  children.  This  is  fortunate 
as  the  disease  could  easily  return  if  the  level  of  immunity  were  to 
fall.

Separate  figures  are  not,  now,  available  for  Newbiggin  as  the 
form  of  annual  return  has  been  changed  and  refers  to  the  whole  of  the 
Central  Area  of  the  County,  of  which  Newbiggin  is  a  part. 

During  1965,  in  the  Central  Area,  928  children  completed  a. primary 
course  of  protection  against  Diphtheria  and.,  of  these,  853  receive., 
simultaneous 'protection  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

In  addition,  2,064  children  received  re-inforcing  injections 
against  Diphtheria  while  1,034  nnd  1*654  received  re-inforcing 
inoculations  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  respectively. 

Another  412  completed  a  primary  clurse  of  protection  against 
Tetanus,  alone.  ;

Oral  Sabin  vaccine  has  now  completely  replaned  the  previous  Salk 
vaccine  which  was  given  by  injection.

doses . 

Previously  ’booster*  doses  were  given*  only  at,  or  about,  the  time 
of  school  entry  but  in  1965  ib  was  decided  that -another  dose  should  bo 
given  to  infants  about  one  year  after  the  primary  course  at  the  sane 
time  as  the  first  ’booster*  dose  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus.  t
